A NEEDLESS IMPOST 


With a surplus of more than one and 
three-quarter million dollars in the provin- 
cial treasury as the result of last year's 
operations, the oft-repeated plea for the 
abolition of the supplementary revenue 
tax can be no longer refused on the ground 
that the province needs the money. 

And with tax rates in Alberta cities 
and towns standing at levels which are ad- 
mittedly excessive, and rural municipali- 


ties embarrassed by the inability to collect |j 


taxes, the removal of this unnecessary 
burden would be a measure of substantial 
relief alike to taxpayers and municipal 
councils, 

The Government of British Columbia 
shares with the municipalities the profits 
from the liquor trade. The Government of 
Alberta does not. The removal of the 
supplementary revenue tax would be no 
more than a fair offset to the more gen- 
erous treatment that is accorded to the 
municipalities of British Columbia by the 
Government of that province. ; 


NORTHERN RAILWAYS PAY 


Alberta people will be interested to 
note that the northern railways were do- 
ing better when they were turned over to 
the transcontinentals than they had ever 
done before. 

That no doubt was satisfactory to the 
purchasers. It ought also to be saisfac- 
tory to the taxpayers of the province, and 
in particular to the people in the northern 
districts. 

Broadly construed, railway extension 
depends a good deal upon railway prosper- 
ity. Neither the Canadian National nor 
the C, P. R. has money to throw away 
building lines on whick there is little or no 
prospect of earning dividends. 

e€ more prosperous the existing 
northern railways are and the more rapid- 
ly their position is bettering, the more in- 
ducement there is and will be for the con- 
struction of additional lines in both the 
Peace River area and the Athabasca dis- 
trict. 

Had the transcontinentals taken over a 
railway “white elephant,” the natural and 
perhaps necessary inclination would be to 
wait until these systems made a better 
showing before risking more millions in 
northern railway lines. 

With the two existing northern sys- 
tems both earning operating surplusses, 
the people in the northern Tistricts have 
the strongest possible proof of their con- 
tention that a policy of energetic railway 
construction there will justify itself and 
reward the investors. 


WHAT WAS THE ALTERNATIVE? 


Newspapers published in some of the 
other provinces, and thus beyond the 
range of the immediate consequences of a 
crash in wheat prices, are calling the gov- 
ernments of the prairie provinces severe- 
ly to task for using the public credit to 
stabilize the wheat market. 

This, it is said, is carrying paternalism 
to the danger point, and setting a course 
which cannot be pursued without plunging 
Canada into the conditions in which A 3+ 
tralia finds itself at the present time as 
the result of too much government inter- 
meddling in business. 

If it were only a question of taking 
sides in an academic debate as to the ad- 
visability of keeping public credit free of 
entanglement with private interests, par- 
ticularly private interests of a speculative 
character, this line of reasoning is sound. 
Likely enough the premiers of the three 

rairie provinces would themselves endorse 
t as a general proposition. 

But what the governments of these 
provinces had to deal with was not a 
theory, but a set‘of peculiarly ugly facts, 
which had to be dealt with if a very real 
and vey threatening disaster was to be 
averted. ; 

The situation simply was that the Pool 
was loaded up with wheat, which it had 
bought with rrowed money, and the 
price was going down. If the Pool had to 
dump its wheat the bottom would likely 
enough go out of the market entirely, the 

would get nothing more than they 
ore already got, and the banks would be 
out some millions of dollars. 

Just what interest in Canada would 
not have been vitally affected if that had 
occurred? How would eastern implement 
makers have collected their notes from 
western farmers? Manufacturers in the 
industrial centres of those provinces might 


as well have closed their doors, in the cir- | 


| 
cumstances, so far as the western mar- } 


ket was concerned. And Vancouver— 
from which some of the criticism comes— 
would see very few prairie tourists next 
summer if the wheat market crashed at 
the present juncture. 

These are facts to which people in 


| other parts of the Dominion ought té give 


some attention before they break into con- 


| demnation of the wild bolshevism of the 


prairie governments. Since something 
had to be done, it would be to the point if 
the critics would say what should have 
been done instead of what was done.

Great Strides Made In Art 


Dr. R. B. Wells ‘Tells Phil- 
osophical Society of Re- 
cent Developments 


“Canadian art has had a wonderful 
development in the last five or ten 
years, although this fact ts not gener- 
ally recognized,” stated D", R. B. 
Wells, in uddressing a meeting of the 
Philosophical Society of the University 
of Alberta held on Wednesday even- 
ing in the amphitheatre of the Med- 


jeal Building, on the subject of “A 
Review of Canadian Art.” The lec- 
ture Was accompanied by lantern 


slides of many examples of fine Cana- 
dian art. 

“It ts Only a few years ago that we 
talked about the “grou, of seven,'” 
stated Dr. Wells, “but now one could 
extend the number to seventy and be 
near the truth.” Of all this change 
and progress that has taken place in 
art, the West has little ee: 
This is natural because of geograph- 
ical separation from centres of art. 
To know what ts going on In the art 
world, it is necessary to see exhibi- 
tions, Literature on the subject fs 
ambig ous. McTavish's work on Can- 
adian art, While an exc.Went book, is 
five years old. Houser has written an 
excellent work, but it ts confined solely 
tw the “Group of Seven.” At present 
a work js being prepared on Tom 
Thomson, which should be of great 
interest 

Art Into Rural Districts 

Mr, Brown, curator of the National 
Gallery at Ottawa, has recognized for 
years the handicap people in the West 
have been under, and has been most 
helpful and sympathetic in trying to 
overcome the difficulty by organizing 
a travelling exhibition of pictures. For 
the last five or six years groups of 25 
or 30 pictures have been shown in the 
larger centres throughout the Domin- 
fon. ‘The Edmonton Museum of Arts

Toothsome Candies , 
Can Be Made In 
Your Own Kitchen 


Sister Mary Gives Recipes 
For Tempting Con- 
fections 


_ By SISTER MARY 

Perhaps the kind of candy that ep- 
peals most to you is the kind tliat ts 
easy to make, Chocolate-covered 
creams are delightful and bespeak the 
skill of the maker but the process fs 
somewhat Jong and tedious, requiring 
two separate and distinct sessions 

Fudge, penouch!, peanut brittle 
caramels, jelly bars and meny other 
varieties are always popular and are 
easier for the amateur candy-maker 
than the elaborate and fussy bonbons. 

Caramels 

Two and one-half cups granulated 
sugar, %4 cup red label corn syrup, 1 
cup cream, 4 tablespoons butter, ! 
teaspoon vanilla, 1 cup chopped nut 
meats. 

Melt one cup of sugar over a low 
fire until a goiden syrup. Stir while 
melting. Add remaining sugar, corn 
syrup and cream and bring slowly to 
the boiling point, stirring constantly. 
Add butter and cook very slowly over 
a low fire. Cook until syrup forms 
a hard ball when dropped in cold 
water. Remove from fire and Ict 
cool a few minutes before adding nuts 
and vanilla. Turn into a well-but- 
tered square pan and let stand until 
firm. Mark into squares. When solid 
cut and wrap in olled paper 

Tf a candy thermometer is used it 
should register 250 degrees F. when 
the candy ts done. 

This candy is slow in the cooking 
and must be stirred to prevent burn- 
ing, but requires no aftermath of stir- 
ring or working. 

The folla@wing uncocked candy 
rather novel and very easy to make: 

Uncupked Fruit Candy 

One-half aup pecan nut meats, 54- 
cup Bratilianinut meats, 's-cup chop- 
ped figs, ‘>-caip stoned and chopped 
dates, 4 tablespoons shredded citron, 
1 tablespoon orance juice, 2 squares 
bitter chocolate, powdered ‘sugar. 

Put nuts amd fruit through food 
chopper. Mix thoroughly with orange 
juice. Melt chocolate and stir tnto 
first mixture. Work with a fork until 
> ape blended. Pack into a but- 
ered square pam When firm cut tn 
squares and roll in powdered sugar. 

Lemon Drops 

One cup powdered sugar, 
lemon juice. 

Put sugar into a sm¢oth sauce pan 
and add lemon fuice. Let stand un- 
disturbed until suger is dissolved. Put 
over a low fire and bring slowly to 
the boiling point. Boil gonUy until a 
few drops tried in cold water are hard 
and crack against the bototm of the 
saucer. Do not stir while cooking and 
dip the tines of a fork into the syrup 
to test. When candy is done drop 
from tip of spoon onto a marble slab 
or waxed paper spread over smooth

Orange Jel’ Bars 
Two tablespoons plain granulated

Penouchi 


Two cups Ught brown oy ca 1 
cup table cream, 2 tablespoons butter, 
1 cup mixed chopped nut meats, 34- 
teaspoon vanilla 

Combine sugar and cream and Ict 
stand until sugar begins to melt. Bring 
slowly to the boiling point without 
stirring. When syrup begins ot boil 
stir constantly until candy is removed 
from fire. Add butter soon after 
syrup begins to boil. When a soft bal! 
is formed when a few drops are tried 
in a saucer of cold water the candy 
is done. Remove at once from the 
fire and cool quickly without stirring. 
When cool add vanilla and beat until 
creamy, Add nuts and continue beat- 
ing until mixture loses its gloss. Turn 
into a buttered dish and cut in 
squares. 

It takes longer to cook brown sugar 
than it does white, so if you are tn 
the habit of making fudge penouchi 
will require more minutes of boiling 
than the fudge. The syrup should be 
firm enough to pick up between the 
fingers when tried in water.

Assets of Board Now Total 
Over Three Million 
Dollars 


For the year ending, December 31, 
1929, a total of $1,373,771.04 was con- 
tributed ‘to Workmen's Compensation 
by employees and employers in Al- 
berta, according to the annual report 
of the Workmen's Compensation board 
submitted by the chairman, Alexander 
Ross and tabled in the legislature on 
Friday by Premier J. E. Brownlee 

The amount paid out was in con- 
sideration of a total of 14,899 uacci- 
dents to workmen in the course of 
their vocations 

A total of 72 deaths resulted in the 
pursuit’ of work. In all 146 workers 
were permanently disabled and 14- 
681 received injuries from which a re- 
covery subsequently was made 

More Accidents 

The accidents recorded prove 
greater than in any previous year 
since the Compensation Act became 
operative 12 years ago 

Increasing building and industrial 
activity contributed to the increase 
over 1928, when accidents 
13,409 or 1490 less than in 1929 

A total net assessment of $1,373.- 
771.04 paid out in accidents was made 
up of $298,043.90 paid by employees 
on account of medical aid while pay- 


a 


ments for medical services on behalf | 


of injured workmen amounted: to 
$265,636.01. 

In all compensation covering tem- 
porary disabilities totalling $507,- 
437.15 was paid out. The sum of 


$487,731.40 was transferred to the} 


Pension Fund to cover awards in the 
case of rmanent disabilities and 
fatal acicdents and $139,525 was set 
up as a liability to cover pending 
claims, 

The transfer of a substantial 


amount from the Aecident Fund to! such cases,” 


the Pension Fund brought the balance 
to the credit of the latter up to 
$2,247,019.88 as at December 31, 1929, 
Out of this sum 245 widows and 458 
children of deceased workmen are re- 
ceiving monthly payments 
$3,509,834.43 Assets 

‘Total assets of the board ut the be- 
ginning of the current year are listed 
as $3,509,834.43. 

Revenue in excess of expenditure 
on the year’s operations totalled 
$333,126.76. 


An analysis of the accidents shows | 


that coal mining is the most danger- 
ous, Of the 72 men killed during the 
year, 30 were employed as miners and 
an additional 24 permanently disabled. 
In all 305 miners were also temporarily 
disabled. 

Wood manufacturing iridustries ac- 
counted for the death of eight men 
and the permanent disability of 32, 
while over and above this there were 
1284 temporarily disabled 

In ofl and clay operations nine were 
killed, 15 permanently disabled and 
1643 temporarily disabled. 

Statistics reveal a smaller propor- 
tion of accidents in agricultural pur- 
sults, there being only nine listed as 
injured and all disabilities of a tem- 
porary nature,
